A tter the groundbreaking ceremony at 
the new Redeemer College campus 
site on June 22, 1985, construction began 
almost immediately. 

At the time of this writing, the excava- 
tion, earthgrading, and roadbed prepara- 
tion contract is proceeding nicely. Con- 
tracts have also been awarded for the water 
and sewer mains and for the structural steel 
required for the academic building. A 
number of additional contracts will be 
awarded, D.V., early in August. 

To date, all of the tender prices for the 





contracts awarded have come in within the 
parameters of budgeted figures. This confir- 
mation that estimates to date are very 
realistic gives encouragement to Redeemer 
College that the entire campus can be 
developed within the budgeted costs. 

We include several pictures showing the 
start of construction. In order to retain as 
many trees on the side as possible the road 
system for the campus site was redesigned. 
By doing this we can retain much of the 
natural beauty the campus site presently of- 
fers. oO

A s of July 15, 1985, Redeemer College 
had received a total commitment for 
the Campus Building Program in an 
amount of $2,090,940. This amount was 
made up of actual donations received, 
pledges over the next five years, and equity 
built up over the past three years. 

In addition to these gifts and donation 
pledges, the College has received over 
$1,450,000:in loan and bond investments. 
Most of the bands represent RRSP in- 
vestments. Many people have rolled over 
their RRSP to a plan with the Canada Trust 
Company. The Canada Trust Company has 
received approval from Revenue Canada to 
invest the RRSP funds in such plans in 
Redeemer College mortgage bonds. The 
Canada Trust Company charges Redeemer 
College a service fee since it makes no 
other profit on such RRSPs. However the 
fees Redeemer College has to pay are $15 
per year per participant to cover all the 
reporting and filing costs, and 1/5th of one 
per cent (.002) of the value of all the RRSP 
funds invested in Redeemer College. On 
the basis of current results, the total charges 
from the Canada Trust ta Redeemer Col- 
lege will be less than 2/5th of one per cent 
(.004). This charge was half of the next 
nearest quote by other Trust companies. 

In the next issue of Reflections we will be 
able to report to you regarding the actual 
financial results of the 1984-85 fiscal year 
which ended on June 30, 1985. However, 
at this time we are able to report that the 
year ended in the black. This is the third 
year in a row that the Redeemer College 
Operating Statement showed a slight 
surplus. Our thanks go first of all to the Lord

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From the Outside Looking In

lege President, Rev. Henry R. DeBolster—will have primary responsibility for all 
aspects of the Academic Program at the College, including courses, programs, 
curriculum and faculty. Redeemer College is excited at his appointment and 
looks forward to his insights and leadership.

jirst heard about Redeemer College 

shortly after it was founded. At the time, 
| was the pastor of a church in the USA. My 
wife and | had spent two delightful years in 
Ontario as | pursued my graduate studies, 
and during that time | had the privilege of 
preaching in many of the Christian Re- 
formed and Reformed Churches. The zeal 
for Christian education, which marks so 
many of the people in those churches, had 
led to the establishment of many primary 
and secondary Christian schools. This zeal | 
fully shared and | looked forward to the 
day, as did so many members of those 
churches, when a Christian college, a 
Christian university level institution would 
be founded to serve the needs of covenant 
youth in Eastern Canada. . 

So, when | heard about the founding of 
Redeemer College | gave thanks to the Lard 
and shared in the joy of the many people 
who had worked so hard to see the institu- 
tion begun. | had no further contact, 
however, with Redeemer College until | 
moved to become pastor of the Christian 
Reformed Church in Stratford. We didn’t 
have any young people from Stratford at 
the college, so | didn't have the privilege of 
knowing first-hand any of the students, But 
| was very interested in seeing the program 
here and the enrolment develop. And fram 
what | read and heard about, | was frankly 
amazed at the numbers of students who 
came, and the increasing enrolment fram 
year to year. | was also quite impressed by 
the quality of the faculty members who 
were added. The work they had already 
done and the strength and the promise that 


“they showed for the future spoke well of 


the College, 

But all of this was still very much second- 
hand information. My first personal contact 
with Redeemer College took place in 
November of 1983. | had been invited to 
speak by the Ontario Alliance of Christian 
School Societies at its annual meeting 
which was being held at the College. In 
order to avoid the possibility of being 
trapped by one of the sudden snowstorms 
that often plagued us in Stratford in the 
snowbelt area, | had asked for ar- 
rangements to be made so that | could 
spend the previous night in the Hamilton 
area. To my great surprise, the President of 
Redeemer College opened his home to me. 
| thought this would give me a good oppor- 
tunity to get to know Rev. DeBolster, but 
also to discern some of the outlook of the 
Administration, and the probable direction 
for the College in a way that few people 
would have the privilege of doing. 

| had known presidents of several educa- 
tional institutions in the: States, and | didn’t 
know quite what to expect with Rev, 
DeBolster. | was taken off-guard by how 
gracious he was, by the warmth with which 
| was greeted, and by his genuine 
friendliness. His delight in the wark of the 
College was unmistakeable, as was his joy 
in what the Lord had done. 

The evening | spent at Rev. DeBolster's 
home was quite enjoyable and | must admit 
that my first personal impression, therefore, 
of Redeemer College was most positive. | 
felt that if this was the man who was 
heading up Redeemer College, and if his 
delight in the ways of the Lord and joy of 
serving Him, if his zeal for the Reformed 


faith and for Christian education marked 
the rest of the administration and the facul- 
ty members, the promise of Redeemer Coal- 
lege was great indeed. 

The next day when | saw Redeemer Cal- 
lege for the first time, the impression | had 
formed inside confirmed by what | saw out- 
side, Not thatthe facilities on Beach 
Boulevard were so superb. Far from it! It 
didn’t take me long to recognize that it 
would not be long before the College 
would outgrow the limited space in the 
facility they were using. Many of the 
original classrooms had had to be turned 
into offices for faculty members. There was 
virtually no room for the sort of laboratory 
facilities necessary for instruction in the 
sciences at a university level. The library 
itself didn’t have much room and the few 
classrooms which were still left after all of 
these necessary functions were allotted 
their space, would have to have a class 
meeting in them almost every hour of the 
day, it appeared to me. 

No, it was not the spaciousness of the 
facilities that impressed me, but what | saw 


and what was reflected around me. There. 


was a responsible concem for the environ- 
ment in which learning takes place and in 
which the faculty members and staff 
members work. Nothing was lavish or lux- 
urious, by any stretch of the imagination. I 
quickly noticed that the College had not 


been furnished with the odds and ends of 


attics, junk and antique stores, and left- 
overs from schools that had gone out of 
business. Throughout, the furniture was 
uniform, it matched. It blended further- 
more with the carpets. There was sufficient 
light for all the study and work areas. The 
place was nicely painted and certainly well 
kept up. All of this, of course, contributed 
to a positive impression of the College. It 
made the place a far more enjoyable one 
for the students to study in and for the pro- 
fessors and staff to work in. 

It struck me also that what | could see all 
about me at Redeemer College served to 
reinforce what Christian education is all 
about. We confess that our Lord made 
heaven and earth and placed us in that 
beautiful earth to serve Him. And the One 
who took such care to form our minds and 
hearts to respond to Him, to know His 
truth, is also the One who still takes care af 
the beauty of the trees and the pleasantness 
of our surroundings. | was struck that a 
place that talked about the integration of 
faith and life obviously practiced it in what 
could be seen. When | went home that 
day, | was overjoyed that the Lord had pro- 
vided an institution such as Redeemer with 
its faculty and administration to conduct 
the work of Christian education at a Col- 
lege level in Eastern Canada. 

| continued to follow what developed at 
Redeemer College with considerable in- 
terest, and continuing approval. We had 
few students from Stratford going on for fur- 
ther education after secondary school, but 
as someone enthused for Christian educa- 
tion and as an academic myself, | tried to 
keep abreast of what was happening at 
Redeemer College. | kept finding my initial 
impressions formed near the end of 1983 
confirmed, repeatedly. In what | read and 
heard about happening at the College, | 
recognzied that here was an institution 
committed to quality Christian education, 
to remembering and responding faithfully 
to its constituency, taking care of its faculty 
members and encouraging them in their

While a student at Waterloo, Dr. Payton 
served as student pastor in the Guelph 
Christian Reformed Church. He was. or- 
dained in the Orthodox Presbyterian 
Church in 1977 and from 1977 to. 1983 was 
pastor of the Community Orthodox 
Presbyterian Church in Blue Bell, Penn- 
sylvania, located just outside of 
Philadelphia, From 1983 to 1985 he served 
as pastor of the Stratford Christian Re- 
formed Church in Stratford, Ontario. 

After his appointment as Academic Dean 
of Redeemer College and in recognition 
that his duties at Redeemer College would 
be mostly administrative and teaching in 
nature, Or, Payton requested to be 
honourably released from the office of 
minister in the Christian Reformed Church. 
With the approval of the consistory of the 
Stratford Christian Reformed Church, 


‘Classis Huron, with the concurrence of the 


Synodical. Deputies, granted Dr. Payton 
honourable release during its 1985 Spring 
Classis Meeting. 

Dr. Payton, his wife Gloria, and their 
three children, Trevor, 8, Jessica, 6, and 
Christopher, 3, have moved into a 
Redeemer College residence for the sum- 
mer and will be moving into their own 
home in Hamilton in August. 

Dr. Payton has taught at Westminister | 
Seminary, the University of Waterloo and 
Bob Jones University. He has written 
numerous articles and book reviews and | 
has often been asked to speak at special oc- 
casions and special events.

Summer School at Redeemer College 


edeemer College conducted its Third 

Annual Summer School Program 
from July 1 to July 19. In orderto provide 
the necessary teaching days for the courses 
offered, summer school began on July 1 
which meant that participants had to give 
up their long weekend. 

Most of the participants in the Redeemer 
College Summer School Program are 
former, present or future teachers in On- 
tario elementary and secondary Christian 
schools (see list below). The summer 
school is therefore a good example of the 
excellent co-operation and working rela- 
tionship between Redeemer College, 
Calvin College, the Ontario Association of 
Christian School Societies, local Christian 
elementary schools and regional Christian 
high schools, 

This year three courses were offered: 

1. Education 301—Educational Psychol-
